Hill  Schools  Celebrate  Graduation

The  month  of  June  marked  a  milestone 
in  the  lives  of  children  graduating  from 
one  school  in  preparation  for  their  next 
step  up  in  the  educational  ladder. 

The  elementary  school  and  middle 
school  ceremonies  on  Potrero  Hill  follow- 
ed one  another  in  a  two-day  period.  June 
II  -  12,  with  some  families  attending 
back  to  back  graduations  in  the  commun- 
ity. 

Audiences  at  the  Daniel  Webster  and 
Star  r  King  Elementary  School  exercises 
were  welcomed  in  a  language  span  that 
could  rival  a  United  Nations  assemblage. 
Parents,  faculty  and  friends  were  greeted 
by  the  fifth  grade  graduates  in  English, 
Samoan,  Spanish,  Chinese,  Vietnamese, 
Indian,  Arabic,  Tagalog.  Cambodian  and 
Laotian. 


In  comparison  to  the  pre-teenagers 
leaving  elementary  schools,  the  14  year 
old  graduates  who  will  begin  high  school 
in  the  fall  looked  every  bit  as  grown  up  as 
they  felt  they  were  -  proud  and  happy  to 
be  on  their  way. 

A  number  of  students  will  go  on  to 
Lowell  High  School,  and  Roberto  Apodaca 
said,  "I'm  excited  and  nervous  about  going 
to  high  school  because  I  will  be  meeting 
new  friends  again."  Feeling  u  little  sad 
about  leaving  the  Middle  School  and 
friends  he's  made  from  other  neighbor- 
hoods of  the  city,  Apodaca  continued, 
"But  its  a  real  privilege  to  go  to  Lowell 
for  the  education  it  will  offer  me." 

Leaving  the  Middle  School  brought 
some  philosophical  musings  from  student 
Mary  Cabezus:  "This  year  school  has 
been  great.  The  school  has  changed  for 
better,  not  for  worse."  And  Apodaca  add- 
ed that  "things  stayed  the  same  -  it  was 


good,  but  when  graduation  came  that  was 
the  best." 

The  Daniel  Webster  School  boasted  a 
special  award  for  teacher  Jacqueline  Do- 
lan,  recipient  of  the  Christa  McAuliffe 
Science  Teacher  Award,  from  the  San 
Francisco  Center  for  Public  Education's 
Outstanding  Teacher  Awards  Program. 
This  year's  theme,  "Teachers  Who  Inspire," 
was  awarded  Dolan  at  a  June  5  ceremony 
held  at  the  University  of  San  Francisco. 
Donors  to  that  program  include  Wells  Far-

Stadium 
Opposition 

Goes 
Citywide

Even  as  the  San  Francisco  Giants  are 
making  a  serious  play  for  a  pennant,  and 
attendance  at  Candlestick  Park  exceeds 
last  year's  figures  by  a  quarter  of  a 
million  fans,  opposition  to  building  the 
Giants  a  new  home  at  Seventh  and  Town- 
send  Streets  has  been  quickly  spreading 
from  Potrero  Hill  throughout  the  city  and 
to  a  number  of  offices  in  City  Hall. 

Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  who  has  placed 
her  political  prestige  solidly  behind  her 
Seventh  and  Townsend  proposal,  met  with 
strong  resistance  last  month  when  she 
met  with  representatives  of  the  San 
Francisco  Coalition  of  Neighborhoods, 
a  network  of  dozens  of  neighborhood 
groups  throughout  the  city. 

Participants  made  it  clear  to  the  mayor 
that  opposition  to  the  Seventh  and  Town- 
send  site  spanned  far  beyond  Potrero 
Hill.  Coalition  members  stressed  that 

a  stadium  there  would  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  Mission  Bay  housing. 

In  addition,  members  of  the  board  of 
San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Re- 
search (SPUR),  a  group  that  has  at  times 
supported  the  mayor's  proposals,  last 
month  voted  to  oppose  the  Seventh  and 
Townsend  ballpark  site,  reaffirming  a 
study  they  made  several  years  ago  that 
called  the  site  unsuitable. 

As  citywide  pressure  against  the  site 
continues  to  build,  and  as  Potrero  Hill 
groups  continue  to  voice  their  opposition, 
the  Seventh  and  Townsend  ballpark  has 
become  a  political  hot  potato  among  many 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Two  Supervisors  -  Harry  Britt  and 
Doris  Ward  -  are  talking  about  different 
proposals  or  sites,  rather  than  supporting 
the  Mayor's  proposal  at  this  time.  Brit' 
is  expected  to  introduce  a  Charter 
Amendment  calling  for  a  ballpark  to  be 
built  on  Redevelopment  Agency  land  near 
Rincon  Point  or  South  Beach.  Ward  has 
been  pushing  a  $100,000  multi-sports 
complex  at  the  Seventh  and  Townsend 
site.  How  either  would  vote  if  the 
Mayor's  proposal  on  the  ballot  comes

Plug  the  Loopholes 

According  to  a  recent  poll  of  San  Franciscans,  two  out  of  three  city  residents  want 
far  tighter  controls  on  downtown  development  than  are  contained  in  the  so-called 
"Downtown  Plan." 

That  Plan  contains  exemption  after  exemption  and,  as  it's  written,  allows  nearly  20 
million  square  feet  of  additional  highrises  "in  the  pipeline"  to  be  built  in  the  next  five 
years,  despite  supposedly  placing  a  900,000  square  feet  'cap'  on  downtown  growth  each 
year. 

With  a  plan  as  full  of  holes  as  swiss  cheese,  that  'cap'  is  obviously  far  from  genuine. 
But  a  very  different  kind  of  CAP  -  the  Campaign  for  Accountable  Planning  -  is 
currently  collecting  signatures  for  a  November  ballot  initiative  that  can  plug  the 
developer-drilled  loopholes  and  create  a  rational  system  of  planning  and  construction 
for  downtown  and  other  areas  faced  with  the  increasing  crush  of  highrises  and  density. 

With  the  latest  analysis  of  San  Francisco  office  space  reporting  a  14  percent  vacancy 
rate,  it  is  clear  something  must  be  done.  And  what  the  CAP  initiative  would  do  is  to 
set  an  annual  downtown  development  limit  of  450,000  square  feet  (half  the  Downtown 
Plan's  supposed  figure)  and  require  all  projects,  even  those  "in  the  pipeline,"  to  come 
under  that  limit. 

In  addition,  the  initiative  would  not  exempt  Santa  Fe's  proposed  Mission  Bay  develop- 
ment from  the  limit,  unless  it  were  placed  on  the  ballot  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  city's  voters.  Certainly  passage  of  the  CAP  initiative  could  prevent  any  agree- 
ment between  Mayor  Feinstein  and  Santa  Fe  Pacific  from  forcing  a  stadium  on  the 
Seventh  and  Townsend  site  at  the  expense  of  housing  and  other  important  aspects 
of  Mission  Bay. 

A  lot  will  be  at  stake  if  the  CAP  initiative  reaches  the  November  ballot,  and  we  can 
expect  developer  coffers  to  overflow  in  an  opposition  campaign.  But  the  first  step 
is  getting  the  measure  on  the  ballot,  and  petition  circulators  have  until  mid-July  to 
collect  enough  signatures.  If  you  have  not  yet  signed  the  CAP  petition,  we  strongly 
urge  you  to  do  so.

Heliport  Control 

Editor: 

First  of  all  let  me  state  that  1  admire 
Hill  residents  for  their  community  loy- 
alty and  their  steadfast  desire  to  main- 
tain their  quality  of  life.  I  too  have  the 
me  deep  feeling  about  the  community 
in  which  I  live. 

Please  correct  me  if  I'm  wrong,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  main  opposition  to 
the  originally  proposed  trial  heliport  on 
Pier  54  was  the  noise  associated  with 
such  a  facility.  After  meeting  a  few  of 
of  the  residents  and  listening  to  their 
concerns  there  seemed  to  be  a  perva- 
sively negative  attitude  toward  heli- 
copters in  general  because  of  the  fre- 
quency and  altitude  with  which  helicop- 
ters fly  over  the  Hill. 

I  have  been  involved  with  helicopters 
in  one  way  or  another  since  the  early 
70's.  Even  I  have  to  admit  they  can  be 
annoying  at  times.  Federal  Air  regula- 
tions establish  the  guidelines  for  use  of 
airspace  and  operation  of  aircraft.  Heli- 
copters are  allowed  to  operate  down  to 
300'  above  the  ground  because  of  their 
unique  capabilities  if  traffic  and  mete- 
orological conditions  dictate  they  do  so. 
Big  Brother  owns  the  airspace,  not  us, 
so  there's  nothing  we  can  do  except  find 
a  reasonable  alternative  which  is  accep- 
table to  those  parties  involved. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  the  Helicopter 
and  Business  communities  want  a  heli- 
port and  residents  want  control  of  resi- 
dential overflights. 

We  (the  Helicopter  Community)  want 
to  be  good  neighbors.  We  have  to  be  in 
order  remain  an  integral  part  to  the 
transportation  system  and  earn  our  live- 
lihood. A  certified  heliport  on  the 
waterfront  with  federally  authorized  ap- 
proach and  departure  routes  would  give 
Potrero  Hill  residents  some  control.  The 
routes  would  all  be  over  the  bay,  not  over 
land.  Violations  could  be  reported  to  the 
proper  authorities  and  punishment  dealt 
to  the  violators.  This  mechanism  already 
exists  but  only  if  established  routes  or 
rules  are  compromised. 

Mr.  Herman  was  very  eloquent  in  his 
opposition  at  the  Commission  meeting. 
I'm  not  saying  that  being  a  Hill  resident 
influenced  his  negative  vote  but  I  do  take 
issue  with  his  definition  of  community. 
Business  is  very  much  a  part  of  every 
community,  for  without  businesses  to  em- 
ploy residents  there  is  no  community. 
It  seems  foolhardy  not  to  focus  on  the 
needs  of  both  communities  since  they 
are  so  interdependent.

"Quality  of  Life",  another  issue  which 
received  focus,  is  subjective.  The  cor- 
porations present  the  day  of  the  meeting 
and  who  went  on  public  record  as  advoca- 
tes, represent  over  $11  Billion  in  annual 
revenue.  Is  not  this  tax  based  revenue 
used  to  provide  services  and  supplement 
public  transportation?  What  would  hap- 
pen if  some  of  these  corporations  chang- 
ed their  headquarters'  address  to  their 
new  East  Bay  facilities,  which  by  the  way 
are  already  open?  Taxes  would  go  up  or 
services  would  go  down,  either  which 
would  affect  the  "Quality  of  Life". 

i  might  add  that  the  noise  issue  with 
regard  to  the  proposed  trial  heliport  site 
on  Pier  54  should  not  be  an  issue  at  all. 
Potrero  Hill  is  2600'  from  Pier  54.  I  sell 
the  largest  type  helicopter  that  would 
probably  use  the  heliport.  NASA  and 
FAA  accoustic  studies  show  that  at 
2600'  (smile)  horizontal  distance,  my 
helicopter  would  not  be  heard  over  nor- 
mal conversational  speech.  Indeed,  cars, 
trucks  and  motorcycles  that  enjoy  free- 
dom of  movement  on  your  streets  are 
infinitely  more  intrusive. 

In  conclusion,  1  would  like  to  think 
that  we  have  a  win-win,  situation  in 
front  of  us  providing  we  understand  each 
others  needs.  If  we  work  in  harmony,  the 
business  community  can  have  access  to 
the  city  and  the  residential  community 
can  control  helicopter  over  flight.  What 
do  you  say?  Let's  talk!

Two-thirds  of  Page  Two  were  devoted  to  letters  to  the  Editor.  They  included  one 
about  the  "Stink  Problem"  written  by  a  Potrero  Hill  resident  reporting  vast  frustra- 
tion in  trying  to  get  the  Bay  Area  Pollution  Control  Board  to  do  something  about  "the 
horrible  fumes  that  seem  to  be  emanating  from  the  Glidden  Paint  Company  buildings 
on  Seventh  Street,  just  off  Sixteenth." 

Another  letter,  written  by  Winifred  Sanborn,  speaks  of  her  satisfaction  with  the  Dog- 
patch  neighborhood.  She  said  what  when  she  lived  on  22nd  Street  she'd  been  plagued 
by  robberies  but  in  the  five  years  since  moving  to  Tennessee  Street  she'd  had  no  such 
problems.  She  added  a  statement  about  economics  that  is,  alas,  even  more  valid 
today.  Miss  Sanborn  wrote:  "I  am  on  a  fixed  income  so  there  is  a  lot  of  month  at 
the  end  of  the  money."

REPORT  FROM  WASHINGTON 


By  Rep.  Sala  Burton 


The  House  of  Representatives  passed 
legislation  June  18  requiring  surprisingly 
strong  measures  against  the  racist  govern- 
ment of  South  Africa.  By  voice  vote,  the 
House  adopted  an  amendment  to  force 
U.S.  companies  and  individuals  with  eco- 
nomic interests  in  South  Africa  immed- 
iately to  withdraw  their  assets. 

1  sponsored  the  amendment  offered  by 
Rep.  Ron  Dellums  (D-Oakland),  which  will 
send  a  strong,  clear  signal  to  the  govern- 
ment of  South  Africa  that  the  U.S.  will 
not  tolerate  any  more  delay  in  granting 
full  democratic  rights  to  the  black  major- 
ity in  that  nation. 

During  debate  on  the  bill,  I  made  the 
following  statement: 

"Apartheid  is  a  blot  upon  the  conscience 
of  mankind.  Its  repressive  nature  serves 
to  remind  us  daily  of  man's  inhumanity  to 
man.  As  in  the  case  of  all  repressive 
systems,  its  beneficiaries  have  little  de- 
sire to  change  voluntarily  a  society  that 


has  provided  them  with  so  much  totali- 
tarian control. 

"The  sad  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  our 
policy  of  constructive  engagement  has 
been  a  failure.  It  is  clear  that  the  views 
of  this  Administration  have  not  worked 
and  cannot  work.  The  "slap  on  the  wrist" 
sanctions  imposed  by  the  Reagan  Admin- 
istration last  September  only  underscore 
their  futility.  For  that  reason  it  is  im- 
perative that  our  country  make  a  moral 
and  economic  statement  against  apart- 
heid. 

The  Dellums  amendment  was  a  com- 
plete substitute  for  the  original  bill  con- 
sidered by  the  House,  which  would  have 
prohibited  new  investment  in  South  Africa 
until  the  government  dismantled  apart- 
heid or  released  political  prisoners  and 
began  negotiations  with  representative 
black  leaders.  The  stronger  measure 
passed  by  the  House  goes  far  beyond  cur- 
rent sanctions  imposed  by  President  Rea- 
gan and  is  expected  to  meet  strong  oppo- 
sition in  the  U.S.  Senate.

Employees  at  Consumer's  Distributing  on  17th  and  Connecticut  Streets  have  been  on 
strike  lor  two  months  in  a  dispute  between  their  employer  and  Teamsters  Union  Local 
278,  which  represents  the  10  Consumers  beverage  salesmen,  drivers  and  warehousemen. 
For  many  years  a  family  owned  and  run  business,  the  firm  had  a  long  history  of  coop- 
erative employee  relations.  As  the  owner  nears  retirement  competition  increases,  and 
sales  figures  drop,  new  management  has  demanded  massive  concessions  from  employ- 
ees, union  representatives  say.  The  union  indicated  willingness  to  be  flexible  to  pre- 
serve jobs  and  benefits,  but  escalating  employer  take-away  demands  have  resulted  in 
a  stalemate  at  the  bargaining  table.  Meanwhile,  a  number  of  stores  and  restaurants  in 
the  area  have  stopped  accepting  deliveries  of  beverages  from  Consumers  during  the 
strike.

Hill  Residents  Protest 
Big  Hate  Mail  Blitz

It  wasn't  the  usual  advertisement  for  a 
new  pizza  parlor  that  greeted  Potrero 
Hill  residents  as  they  went  to  their  cars 
late  Sunday  evening  June  16  and  early  the 
next  morning.  Instead,  many  people  near 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  and 
some  on  Rhode  Island,  De  Haro,  Carolina, 
and  Wisconsin  Streets  found  pamphlets 
from  a  neo-Nazi  group,  White  American 
Resistance  (WAR)  under  their  windshields 
and  in  their  mailboxes. 

Three  different  flyers  were  found,  in- 
cluding one  which  showed  caricatures  of 
a  Jew,  a  Black,  and  an  Hispanic  and 
claimed  minorities  were  threatening 
jobs  and  homes.  Another  accused  Jews  ol 
controlling  the  media.  The  pamphlets  al- 
so listed  a  phone  number  for  a  recorded 
message  and  a  post  office  box  number. 

Although  it  was  learned  such  leaflets 
had  been  found  in  other  areas  over  the 
past  year,  angry  Hill  residents  were  the 
first  to  call  the  news  media  in  protest, 
and  wide  attention  was  focused  on  the  in- 
cident. 

WAR,  based  in  Fallbrook,  near  San  Di- 
ego, is  led  by  Tom  Metzger,  the  former 
head  of  the  California  Knights  of  the  Klu 
Klux  Klan.  Metzger  left  the  California 
KKK  in  1980  to  form  WAR,  and  engage 
in  more  "high-tech"  forms  of  persuasion. 
He  and  his  teenage  son  operate  a  comput- 
er "bulletin  board"  out  of  their  home, 
which  allows  people  around  the  country  to 
leave  and  receive  racist  and  anti-Semitic 
messages.  Metzger  also  tried,  unsuccess- 
fully, in  1980,  to  run  for  Congress  on  the 
Democratic  ticket  in  his  district,  to  the 
dismay  of  other  Democrats  in  the  state. 

San  Francisco  police  are  aware  of  the 
group  and  of  this  latest  incident  on  Potre- 
ro Hill,  but  say  they  have  no  specific 
grounds  for  prosecution.  "The  first  thing 


we  look  for  is  a  crime,  and  in  this  case, 
none  was  committed,"  explained  an  offic- 
er in  the  Intelligence  Unit  of  the  SFPD, 
who  wished  to  remain  anonymous.  "They 
were  within  their  constitutional  rights  to 
do  what  they  did." 

It  is  illegal,  however,  to  place  unpost- 
marked  mail  in  mailboxes.  Acting  Super- 
visor of  the  Mission  Postal  Annex,  Fred 
Boldware,  said  that  a  report  had  been  fil- 
ed with  the  Postal  Inspectors.  However, 
the  only  action  that  might  be  taken,  ac- 
cording to  one  postal  inspector,  would  be 
to  collect  postage  due. 

Richard  Hirschhaut,  the  director  of  the 
regional  office  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League,  has  been  familiar  with  WAR  and 
similar  groups  for  years.  "WAR  is  weak 
and  disorganized,"  Hirschhaut  stressed. 
"Many  of  the  5,000  mailings  Metzger 
claims  to  send  out  are  probably  unsolicit- 
ed and  unwanted."  Hirschhaut  commend- 
ed the  Potrero  Hill  response  to  the  flyers, 
saying  it  was  a  "testament  to  the  fact 
that  many  groups  on  Potrero  Hill  can 
come  together  on  an  issue."  Exposure  of 
these  types  of  groups,  he  says  "minimizes 
their  impact." 

Although  some  may  fear  that  too  much 
media  exposure  "perpetuates  the  act," 
another  resident,  Larry  Donohoe,  would 
like  the  members  of  the  group  to  come 
forward  and  talk  openly  about  their  views. 
"When  I  do  political  work,"  he  said,  "I 
come  right  up  to  people's  doors.  I'd  like 
to  know  who  these  people  are,  so  I  can 
ask  them  why  they  feel  the  way  they  do." 

This  secrecy,  says  the  police  officer 
mentioned  above,  is  a  sign  of  the  group's 
weakness.  "We're  not  talking  about  a 
large  army  of  people,"  he  stressed. 
"Their  very  method  of  expressing  them- 
selves is  a  sign  of  cowardice.  The  reac- 
tion to  be  appalled  is  healthy,  but  don't 
overreact."

Hill  Mural  Plan  Inspires  'Lively  Interaction'

Despite  growing  support  for  a  proposed 
mural  on  Potrero  Hill,  a  number  of  oppon- 
ents continue  to  wage  a  campaign  to  pro- 
hibit any  murals  in  this  community. 

The  mural  design,  prepared  by  artists 
Nicole  Emanuel  and  Brooke  Fancher,  has 
been  approved  by  both  the  San  Francisco 
Art  Commission  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  (OCD),  with 
funds  of  more  than  $8,000  ready  to  be 
dispersed  for  materials.  With  approval  of 
the  building's  owner,  the  mural  would  cov- 
er the  wall  of  a  building  on  Connecticut 
at  17th  Streets. 

Opponents  claim  that  murals  attract 
graffiti  and  "don't  belong  on  Potrero  any- 
how," and  that  city  money  should  not  be 
used  for  a  muraj  on  private  property. 

The  artists  and  OCD  staff  have  cited 
reports  showing  murals  to  be  a  detriment 
to  graffiti.  Those  reports,  however,  have 
not  changed  the  minds  of  some  Hill  resi- 
dents. "Murals  throughout  the  city  are 
covered  with  graffiti,"  asserts  Frank 


Clauss.who  adds,  "murals  on  the  exter- 
iors of  buildings  on  Potrero  Hill  are  not 
in  keeping  with  the  character  of  our 
neighborhood." 

The  mural  has  inspired  lively  interac- 
tion," note  the  artists,  "giving  forum  to 
the  pre-existing  variety  of  opinions  of 
local  groups  and  individuals."  Explaining 
their  inspiration  to  carry  out  the  propos- 
ed work,  Emanuel  and  Fancher  stress 
that  "the  purpose  of  outdoor  murals  is  to 
stimulate  the  community  process,  beau- 
tify the  area,  and  to  connect  art  to  the 
public  and  to  everyday  life.  We  intend 
to  create  a  colorful  mural,  expressive  of 
the  rich  history,  cultural  diversity,  and 
the  varied  talents  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
neighborhood." 

Meetings  between  the  artists  and  some 
members  of  the  Potrero  Boosters  and 
Merchants  Association,  who  project  the 
most  protest  against  murals,  have  been 
held  in  the  OCD  offices,  with  no  con- 
crete results  to  date. 

The  Potrero  Hill  mural  project,  initiat- 
ed in  the  spring  of  1985,  has  received 
more  community  support  than  any  mural 
project  in  their  history,  say  representa- 
tives of  OCD.  Hundreds  of  individuals.

including  the  majority  of  those  living  and 
working  in  the  immediate  area  of  the 
mural  have  demonstrated  support  with 
signatures  and  letters. 

At  a  packed  Boosters  meeting  in  June, 
a  heated  discussion  on  the  subject  of  the 
mural  was  ended  when  a  question  to  vote 
on  the  issue  was  met  by  chair  Arden 
Smith's  refusal  to  allow  such  a  vote,  be- 
cause, he  later  claimed,  "the  time  was 
not  appropriate."  Many  Boosters  mem- 
bers, as  well  as  other  community  resi- 
dents in  attendance  appeared  to  support 
a  mural  and  left  the  meeting  in  frustra- 
tion and  bewilderment. 

Jim  Herman,  President  of  the  Interna- 
tional Longshoremen's  and  Warehouse- 
men's Union  and  a  Hill  resident  for  over 
two  decades  has  asked  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein  to  r.llow  *.he  mural  to  be  com- 
pleted. "Potiero  Hill  is  a  vital  diverse, 


predominantly  working  class  neighbor- 
hood," he  says,  "where  people  of  a  wide 
variety  of  ethnic  groups,  of  every  possi- 
ble style  of  life,  live  together  in  a  func- 
tional community  rare  in  this  age  of 
massive  development  and  gentrification. 

"The  production  of  a  work  of  art  cele- 
brating and  enhancing  the  neighborhood's 
unique  culture  has  created  great  enthus- 
iasm and  support  on  the  Hill"  except 
among  a  miniscule  group,"  Herman  says. 
"Continued  delay  only  sends  out  a  mess- 
age that  the  long-established  process  for 
the  development  of  community-based 
artistic  projects  is  vulnerable  to  any 
small  group  of  highly  vocal  obstruction- 
ists." 

The  mural  design  will  be  exhibited  in 
the  Potrero  Library,  1615  20th  St.,  and 
the  artists  will  offer  a  presentation  to 
the  general  public  at  a  future  date. 


Synanon  Site  Plan  Stall 
Raises  Community  Concerns

The  developer  for  the  old  Synanon  site 
at  23rd  and  Rhode  Island  Streets  failed  to 
show  up  for  a  promised  community  pres- 
entation in  late  June,  raising  fears  that 
the  site  might  remain  a  vacant  eyesore 
for  years  to  come. 

A  letter  from  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos 
explained  that  Grosvenor  Development 
Corporation  claimed  it  could  not  submit  a 
bid  that  was  within  budget  and  still  meet 
the  priorities  of  the  community,  which  in- 
clude adequate  parking,  asthetic  design 
and  affordable  housing. 

Members  of  the  community  who  came 
to  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
expecting  to  see  a  plan  presented  stayed

to  discuss  possible  courses  of  action. 
Concern  was  expressed  over  the  $10 
million  bond  issue  that  will  be  lost  if  con- 
struction does  not  begin  this  year.  Sev- 
eral residents  suggested  that  the  owner 
of  the  site,  California  Federal  Savings,  be 
encouraged  to  seek  an  alternate  develop- 

Most  residents  attending  the  meeting 

favored  a  suggestion  by  Agnos  that  Gros- 
venor be  given  another  chance  to  present 
a  plan,  but  that  none  of  the  neighbor- 
hood's design  criteria  be  dropped.  Agnos 
aide  Tim  Johnson  told  the  residents  that 
Agnos  believes,  "We  should  hold  out  for 
what  we  want,  even  if  we  have  to  wait 
several  more  years." 

The  site  has  been  vacant  since  1979, 
when  it  was  sold  to  California  Federal  by 
Synanon.  A  controversy  arose  in  1982 
over  the  presence  of  high  levels  of  toxic 
substances  that  penetrated  the  ground 
during  the  earlier  90  year?  that  paint  was 
manufactured  there.  Shortly  after  that, 
California  Federal's  developer  went  bank- 
rupt and  plans  for  a  132-unit  condominium 
development  were  dropped,  only  to  be  re- 
vived again  when  Grosvenor  became  the 
new  developer.

South  Africa  Conflict  Brought  to  Life

Theatre  that  jumps  right  off  the  front 
page  has  been  at  the  Zephyr  Theatre  in 
SEW  production  of  Lorraine  Hansberry's 
"Les  Blancs,"  which  was  to  close  the  last 
weekend  of  June.  Although  first  produc- 
ed in  1970,  Hansberry's  final  play  couldn't 
be  more  timely. 

In  colonial  Africa,  the  educated  son  of 
a  tribal  chief  returns  for  his  father's  fu- 
neral and  finds  himself  torn  between  re- 
turning to  his  family  in  London,  the  mis- 
sionaries who  educated  him,  assuming  a 
position  of  leadership  for  his  people,  and 
his  two  brothers,  a  priest,  and  the  other 
a  revolutionary. 

The  country  is  on  the  brink  of  violent 
upheaval,  complete  with  martial  law, 
censorship,  curfew.  With  all  the  simi- 
larities to  the  current  situation  in  South 
Africa,  it  is  a  shame  that  more  people 
will  not  be  able  to  see  "Les  Blancs"  and 
it  is  a  sad  commentary  on  the  plight  of 
the  small  theatre,  that  in  spite  of  grow- 
ing audience  support,  it  is  unable  to  af- 
ford to  continue. 


There  is  a  lot  of  strong  work  in  this 
show,  from  both  the  actors  and  the 
technical  crew.  The  strongest  perfor- 
mance is  given  by  Hill  resident  Winifred 
Mann  in  the  role  of  Madame  Neilsen.  the 
missionary's  wife,  blind  in  her  old  age, 
but  all  too  aware  of  the  hypocrisy  that 
has  allowed  the  white  man  to  keep  the 
black  subdued,  and  accepting  the  violence 
as  a  necessary,  if  painful  step  in  the 
black  fight  for  freedom.  Bob  Devin  Jones 
as  Tshembe,  balances  his  colliding  past, 
present  and  future  witli  strength  and 
sensitivity. 

The  play  is  not  without  problems;  some 
scenes  are  a  bit  too  talky,  while  others 
are  little  episodes  that  don't  flow  from 
one  to  the  other  until  the  closing  scenes, 
when  the  characters  are  in  situations  too 
deep  to  escape  the  violent  resolution. 
But  on  balance  "Les  Blancs"  is  worh  see- 


ing simply  because,  with  the  lack  of  fust 
hand  news  coming  out  of  South  Africa, 
people  need  to  be  constantly  reminded 
that  there's  a  war  going  on,  and  their 
government  doesn't  want  you  to  see  it, 
much  less  do  something  about  it. 

Another  Hill  resident,  Kent  Minault 
plays  the  role  of  an  American  newspaper- 
man.

will  be  instnlled  at  Spear  and  Steuart  Streets  July  3. 


Events  in  1934  that  ushered  in  a  new 
era  in  Pacific  Coast  Maritime  labor  re- 
lations will  be  celebrated  July  3  when  an 
imposing  mural/sculpture  is  unveiled  at 
Mission  and  Steuart  Streets.  And  Potrero 
Mill  residents  have  had  more  than  a  cas- 
ual hand  in  its  creation. 

From  the  neighborhood's  active  and  re- 
tired dockworkers  (some  of  whom  partici- 
pated in  the  events  of  ")0  years  ago),  to 
the  president  of  the  International  Long- 
shoremen's and  Warehousemen's  Union

of  dignity  achieved  by  the  sacrifice  of 
these  two  men  and  others  along  the  West 
Coast  in  those  tumultuous  days  of  52 
years  ago. 

The  work  of  art  being  unveiled  is  com- 
posed of  three  separate  free  form  steel 
structures  painted  front  and  back  with 
images  of  the  conditions  which  led  to 
the  Big  Strike,  the  Strike  itself  and  the 
gains  made  by  San  Francisco  Labor  in  the 
last  half  century.  It  is  20  feet  tall  and 
25  feet  wide  and  interest  in  such  a  monu- 
ment was  sparked  during  the  1984  cele- 
bration of  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
Big  Strike.  It  was  approved  by  the  S.F. 
Art  Commission  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  A  $30,000  grant  through  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Develop- 
ment helped  in  the  purchase  of  materials, 
and  further  contributions  by  ILWU  locals 
and  individuals  provided  funds  to  pay  a 
nominal  salary  to  the  ten  artists  involved 
in  the  project.

Thursday.  July  3  at  11  a.m.  at  Mission  and 
Steuart  Streets.

Mission 
Bay.  Kopp  charged,  is  a  "sweet  enough 
deal  for  Santa  Fc  already,  adding  that 
"the  City  owes  our  citizens  no  less  than 
10.000  units  of  housing  in  Mission  Bay." 
the  first  time  he  has  supported  such  a 
figure. 

The  stadium  tie  to  Mission  Bay  came 
under  fire  from  a  number  of  housing  and 
community  activists  earlier  in  the  month 
when  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance 
Company  held  hearings  on  acceptance 
of  another  $800,000  from  developer 
Santa  Fe  Pacific  to  enable  the  Dept. 
of  City  Planning  to  complete  further 
studies  on  the  massive  project.  In  those 
hearings.  Supervisor  Nancv  Walker 
insisted  that  the  Planning  Dept.  must 
first  look  at  what  the  city  needs  from 
the  developer  as  the  key  to  further 
planning,  and  called  the  process  sug- 


gested  by  Planning  Director  Dean 
Macris  "back-assward." 

Maoris  did  indicate  that  the  effect  of 
the  stadium  on  Mission  Bay  would  be 
included  in  one  of  21  "issue  papers"  to 
be  developed  around  the  project,  but 
there  was  no  indication  of  how  thorough 
and  comprehensive  such  a  study  would  be. 

In  addition,  the  final  resolution  by  which 
tin  Supervisors  Finance  Committee  ac- 
cepted the  $800,000  "gift"  calls  for  ex- 
ploration of  increasing  the  project's 
housing  units  from  7,300  to  10.000,  and 
even  more  crucial,  considering  raising  the 
ratio  of  affordable  units  from  30  percent 
to  50  percent. 

It  also  directs  the  Planning  Dept.  to 


develop  information  on  employment  for 
unemployed  San  Francisco  residents, 
work  for  women  and  minority  -owned 
businesscss  as  well  us  a  perspective  on 
developing  blue  collar  and  light  industry 
jobs. 

The  Planning  Dept.  must  report  back  to 
the  Committee  by  August  30  on  the  status 
of  the  study  papers  and  by  Nov.  30  on  the 
status  of  the  draft  plan,  at  which  time, 
the  Committee  could  open  its  meeting  for 
public  testimony.
